A  year  or  two  ago  A  Scotch  firm  of  slfcp. 
L:iiii>n  «da)4iahad  what  watt  widely  potted 
at  the  time  an  a  **  generous  **  schenjf  of 
awards  to  Ike  workmen  in  tiieir  employ 
who  should  invent  or  introduce  any  h«w 
machine  or  band  tool,  or  improve  any  ex* 
ialing  tool,  or  make  any  change  of  means 
cr  methods  calculated  to  improve  or  cheapen 
the  work  of  their  shipyard.  The  policy  was 
good,  though,  if  our  memory  aerven,  it  was 
characterized  by  ahfewdneae  rather  than 
generosity,  since  the  granting  of  the  award 
waa  eonditioned  upou  the  aurrendvr  ')>y  the 
inventor  to  the  company  of  the  right,  to  one 
the  invention  without  further  charge.  The 
plan  seems  to  have  worked  well  for  the  com* 
pony,  who  “have  Leeu  enooumged  to 
amend  the  scheme  "  >n  two  important  par¬ 
ticulars.  They  now  eunounce  that  should 
sn  invention  or  improvement  be  worthy  of 
a  greater  reward  than  the  sum  (#50)  origin¬ 
ally  fixed,  th*  firm  will  either  grant  a  higher 
earn,  or,  should  the  inventiou  l>e  considered 
worthy  of  being  protect sd  by  patent,  pay 
the  inventor  #50  and  assist  him  pecuniarily 
in  disposing  of  hie  patent  or  in  completing 
it,  at  the  enme  time  reserving  to  the  firm 
tha  right  of  neing  such  invention  them¬ 
selves  free  from  the  payment  of  any  royalty 
for  {intent  r.ghta.. 

These  offers  still  keep  wail  within  the 
Txmnds  of  prudence,  and  indicate  a  sharp 
outlook  for  the  main  chance.  The  firm  en¬ 
joy  in  consequence  the  pleasure  of  being 
generally  lauded  for  genrrooity.  We  shall  ' 
not  be  surprised  if  they  discover  iu  time 
that  it  will  pay  them  to  still  further  encour¬ 
age  the  incentive  faculty  and  habit  among 
their  workweu,  if  not  by  aasiating  them  to 
take  out  patents  for  their  invevtions,  at 
least  without  reserving  any  right  of  usevwith- 
out  payment  of  royalty.  Assistance  so  ren¬ 
dered  might  fairly  be  accredited  to  gener¬ 
osity  ;  and  yet,  from  a  strictly  selfish  point 
of  view,  the  generosity  would  pay  hand¬ 
somely,  for  the  habit  of  constantly  seeking 
better  and  morn  economical  methods  of 
working  could  not  fail  to  make  any  work¬ 
man  more  valuable  to  his  employer,  oven  ii 
it  did  not  lead  him  to  iuvant  anything  worth 
patenting. — Seitniijic  A  locriaiA.
